January 15 is the last day of 
the black bear season except in 
Humbolt county where there is no 
closed season or bag limit al- 
though a hunting license is re-

Chester Doyle, who was raised 
in the mountains back of Porter- 
ville, came up with some interest- 
ing information the other day 
when he told us he used to walk 


from the ranch, (now Doyle’s), 
to Porterville, in seven hours. 
He said he came down the Tule 
river canyon to Springville, then 
took off across the foothills in a 
direct line. And he commented 
that he could get down out of the 
mountains faster on foot than by 
riding the “cannon ball express’’, 
a term he used in describing the 
Porterville-Milo stage. 


And Chester’s ability to walk in 
the mountains was the deciding 
factor in a shooting case that oc- 
curred about 1905. 

It seemd that Chester was help- 
ing Oscar Van Duesen work a min- 
ing clainy in the Alder creek area, 
on the slope of Jordan peak. As 
they were unloading/a pack horse, 
someone shot at them from the 
side of the peak, the bullet going 
through the. horse, clipping a

Incidentally, 
the horse that was hit was loaded 
with dynamite. 


Suspected of doing the shooting 
was Al Powell, who had a num- 
ber of mining claims in the area, 
and charges were filed against 
him. However, in the trial, it 
developed that Mr. Powell was 
seen at the Ulster mill in the 
Mountain Home area two hours 
and 50 minutes after the time of 
the shooting, and witnesses were

Miller, for he graduated from the 
Stanford Medical school in 1896, 


when it was known as Cooper | 


Medical college, and throughout 
his life he was always interested 


in activities at Stanford, and hé | 


always kept abreast of, and in- 
formed on new developments in 
the field of medicine, yet at the 
same time maintaining the philo- 
sophies of the ‘“‘country doctor.’’ 


DR. MILLER came to Porter- 
ville in 1907, first establishing his 
office in the old Pioneer bank 
building. Shortly thereafter he 
set up the Mt. Whitney hospital, 
and through the years, had his 
office there. 


FOLLOWING HIS. graduation 
from Cooper Medical college, and 
prior to coming to Porterville, he 
practiced for about a year in his 
home town of Ferndale, Humbolt 
county; after his marriage, 49 
years ago to Katherine Gardner 
Miller, he and his wife spent a 
year in Germany, where he 
studied medicine; he also did 
graduate work at John Hopkins in 
Baltimore, then arrived back in 
the bay area, at Oakland, shortly 
after the great San Francisco fire 
and earthquake. He came to Por- 
terville, after hearnig of the com- 
munity, liked it, and decided to 
stay, raising his family — Sally, 
Miriam and Marcia, here. 

DR. MILLER was born at Sa- 
linas, in 1877; when he was three 
years of age, his family traveled 
by horse and wagon to Ferndale;
